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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

Tue returns of our over-sea trade for the month of 
February show a heavy falling off in the value of both 
imports and exports. The total value of our imports is 
returned at £28,134,500, as compared with £33,984, 100 
in February last year. A decrease is thus shown of no 
less than £5,849,600, or 17:2 per cent., which, added 
to the falling off in January, makes a total decline 
in the two months of this year of £7,561,200, or 10:4 

r cent. On the export side the exhibit is but little 

tter, the value of our total shipments for the month 
amounting to £15,968,400, against £17,679,400 in the 
corresponding month last year, a decline of £1,711,000, 
equal to 9°7 per cent. For January there was a small 
increase in exports, and the return for the two 
months thus shows a reduction in value of £1,638,700, 
or 46 per cent. Superficially, these figures con- 
stitute a very unsatisfactory record, but there are 
circumstances to be taken into account which palliate 
their significance to some extent. In the first place, 
the figures of the corresponding month were swollen 
by the spell of activity in the movements of goods and 
materials which followed the stoppage due to the coal 
strike at the end of 1893. That such an impetus 
occurred is shown by the fact that the figures for the 
month this year approach much more closely to those of 
| February, 1893, than to those for the same period of 
1894. In the second place, prices have fallen to a 
much lower point than they stood at a year ago, 
causing a greater proportionate shrinkage in value than 
in bulk. Finally, what has had more effect than any 
other influence in temporarily reducing the volume of 
international trade is the inclement weather experienced 
during the greater part of last month all over the world, 
which interfered greatly with inland transport, but even 
more seriously with ocean navigation and dock work. 
These considerations modify the character of the month’s 
returns and render comparisons difficult ; it is necessary 
therefore to wait for the return of a more normal state 
of affairs before indulging speculations as to the pro- 
bable course of our foreign trade. The following sum- 
mary tables show the totals and the increase or decrease 
under each principal head of imports and exports for the 
month and the two months compared with the corre- 
Sponding periods in 1894.

Of the decline, amounting to nearly £6,000,000, in 
imports, upwards of £2,000,000 occurs in foodstuffs. 
Wheat, however, has been received in larger quantities, 
and, taking wheat and flour together, the total value is 
quite equal to the amount for the corresponding month 
last year. India, however, has sent smaller quantities, 
which have been replaced by a larger importation of 
Russian wheat. Imports of barley and Indian corn 
show heavy reductions, the smaller receipts of the 
former being due probably to the better yield of 
the home crop last year, and of the latter to the 
failure of the maize crop in the United States. 
Imports of live stock were smaller, probably on account 
of the difficulties of navigation. The receipts of dead 
meat amounted to 892,762 cwts, anincrease of 168,820 
cwts, or 23-3 per cent. compared with February, 1894. 
The increase in value was £81,858, or only 5 per cent. 
The expansion was mainly in the shipments of fresh 
mutton from Australasia and Argentina, the latter 
country absorbing an increasingly large share of this 
branch of our food supply. A further shrinkage appears 
in the quantity and value of sugar imports, both raw and 
refined. It is shown chiefly in the deliveries from 
Germany.

Our imports of crude metals show in the aggregate a 

decrease of 14°8 per cent. for the month. There was, 

| however, an appreciable expansion in the value of the 
copper and tin received, and this, in spite of the lower 
price of these metals as compared with twelve months 
ago. The increase in copper was mainly in the form of 
regulus from Spain, while the growth in imports of tin 
appears solely in the shipments from the Straits Settle- 
ments. The iron ore imported from Spain was smaller 
both in quantity and value than in either of the two 
previous years. The month’s import of quicksilver 
was more than double that of the same month last year, 
and a third more than in February, 1893. The remark- 
able fallin cotton prices is indicated by the fact that 

| while we received 547,200 ewts more last month than 

| in February last year, or an increase of 24-2 per cent., 
it was valued at £217,000 less, or a decrease of 4:8 per 
cent. The increased supplies came principally from the 
United States, though Egypt also contributed a portion. 
Other textile materials share the general decline, the 
falling off in wool being the most prominent. 

Among sundry raw materials, our imports of 
caoutchouc show a steadily progressive increase, doubt- 
less due to the development of the cycle industry. 
Nitrate of soda shows a considerable decline, but this is 
due to the exceptionally large receipts in the correspond- 
ing month, as this year’s import is nearly equal to that 
of 1893. While our import of tallow from Russia has 

ts ceased, that from Australia shows a heavy 


colonial produce. A heavy decline is shown in receipts of 
cottonseed from Egypt, and flax and linseed from India.

Among manufactured goods there is an increase in 
clocks and watches over both the two previous years, 
while glass goods show a considerable diminution, which 
is most prominent in plate and silvered glass. Paper 
and strawboards are more in value than last year, while 
the weight is less. We have taken £150,000 more in 
value of French silk goods than in the corresponding 
month, but £30,000 less from Belgium. France has also 
sent more of her woollen manufactures than last year, 
but less than in 1893.

The close ofthe coal strike at the end of 1893 not only 
caused a large accession of exports of coal at the begin- 
ning of 1894, but the artificial scarcity had resulted in 
higher prices. As no such stimulus has been in operation 
this year, there is, on comparison, a diminution in the ship- 
ments, accompanied by a larger proportionate falling off in | 
values. The shrinkage of 398,000 tonsin the weight exported | 
is equal to 20-8 per cent., while the value has declined 
£421,700, or 31 percent. As regards textile manufactures, 
a glance at the tables below will show that in a 
majority of cases the volume of business has 
exceeded that ettained twelve months ago, but the fall 
of prices brings aggregate values, as a rule, below the 1894 
totals. During the month, for instance, we exported nearly 
1,000,000 lbs, or 5:4 per cent., more of cotton yarn than 
in February last year, but the value was about £100,000, 
or 116 per cent., less. Owing to the smaller shipments to. 
India and China, our exports of cotton piece goods were 
last month some 65,200,000 yards less than in the corre- 
sponding month, the percentage of decline being 14-0, while 
the value fell 20°7 percent. It may be noted, however, that 
we sent nearly double the quantity to the United States, 
our shipments for the month being 83,517,700 yards, 
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inst 4,406,500 yards in February, 1894. In the two 
months of the current year the United States have taken 
17,815,100 yards of cotton piece goods, valued at 
£416,358, as compared with 11,104,000 yards, valued at 
£944,112, in January and February, 1894. The ship- 
ments of cotton goods this year, so far, have exceeded in 
the aggregate, both in quantity and value, those of the 
corresponding period two years ago. Linen piece-goods 
show an increase both for the monthand the two months, 
due entirely to the larger shipments for the United 
States. The same observation applies to woollen and 
worsted goods, the value of woollen fabrics sent to the 
United States this year being three times, and of worsted 
manufactures more than four times, that of 1894, while 
if quantities are compared, the increase in each case 
amounts to quite 400 per cent. Our foreign trade in 
metal manufactures remains in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, a heavy shrinkage being shown in the total exports 
under all the principal heads. There are, however, wide 
variations in the shipments to different countries. Indi- 
cations of recovery in the demand for America are 
apparent in several directions, increases being shown in 
the value of hardware and cutlery, railroad iron, and 
more especially tin-plates. Of these the United States took 
last month 23,201 tons, valued at £269,049, as compared 
with 13,413 tons, valued at £167,781, in February, 1894, 
thus wiping off a decrease of £1,000 shown in January, 
and leaving an increase of £90,000 in this item for the 
year todate. Australia has taken more cutlery, wire, 
and galvanised iron, but smaller quantities of bar and 
angle iron, hoops, tin-plates, and railroad iron. The 
export demand for the last-named is languid, owing to the 
falling off in railroad construction in many parts of the 
world ; the only instance of any considerable increase is 
in the shipments to India. Among other exports, there 
is a decline of £50,000 in chemical manure, on account of 
the smaller demand for the Continent. Railway 
carriages and waggons show a slight increase, as does 
earthenware and china, the latter due to larger shipments 
for America. A considerable falling off appears in the 
export of seed-oil to Germany, Holland, and France. 
The shrinkage in reshipments is chiefly in colonial 
wool for the Continent, but the United States have taken 
£490,719 worth of raw wool in the two months of this 
year, against only £76,562 in the like period last year. 
Reshipments of raw cotton to Russia last month were 
valued at only £54,761, as compared with £154,841 in 
February last year, and among other foreign produce 
exported, a decline is shown in caoutchouc, coffee, rice 
tallow, and tea. ’
